tin and her husband David Thompson 
(2003) team teach 6-12th grade band 
students at Atlanta ISD. David is the 
brass specialist and middle school 
Concert Band director and Kristin is the 
woodwind specialist and middle school 
Symphonic Band director. 

"We are literally around each other 
24/7 between working and living to¬ 
gether, yet it works for us," Kristin said. 

"I love having the opportunity to teach 
the same student(s) for seven years 
because I not only get to watch them 
grow as musicians, but also into young 
adults." 

Both earned bachelor's degrees in 
music education at NSU. This year is 
Kristin's 14th and David's 15th year at 
Atlanta ISD, where they are two 
of five directors. The couple 
married in 2006 and have two 
daughters, Ryleigh, 10, and 
Reagan, 8. 

Atlanta Middle School has 
363 students in grades 6-8 
and 283 of those are band 
students, which Kristin cred¬ 
its to the dynamics of their 
staff and the strong sup¬ 
port from colleagues at 
the school. 


"Winning Honor Band is a very sur¬ 
real experience," she said. "I have been 
to more Honor Band performances at 
TMEA [Texas Music Educators Associa¬ 
tion] than I can remember, but NEVER 
did I think that I would be standing 
on that stage conducting my own 
ensemble. As we set our sights on 
Honor Band, my students understood 
the work ethic and dedication it would 
take to achieve such a goal. They 
never backed down." 

Kristin is a native of Dry Prong and 
David is a native of Whitehouse, Texas. 

"David and I feel fortunate 
to have had such a world class 
education from NSU. There are 
so many professors that played 
a key role in our education and 
development; but Bill Brent; Dr. Jeff 
Mathews and Galindo Rodriquez 
stand out above the rest.

Stine and Scriber 


Mary Virginia Harkey Scriber (Class of 1939) 
of Winnsboro was Queen for a Day as she cel¬ 
ebrated her 100 th birthday June 26 with family 
and friends. She graduated from Louisiana State 
Normal College, as NSU was then known, with 
a degree in primary education. She was a member of Delta Sigma Epsilon Sorority 
and the Panhellenic Council. 

"She has many good memories of her college days," according to her daughter, 

Ginger White. 

White said her mother grew up in San Antonio, Texas, but after the death of her 
mother lived during the school year with her grandparents at Fort Necessity near 
Winnsboro. She graduated from high school at Fort Necessity in 1935 and enrolled 
at Normal where her mother, May Henrietta Grayson, was also an alumna. 

After earning her teaching degree, Scriber taught for school in Winnsboro where 
many of her former students still remember "Miss Harkey," White said. She married 
in 1942 and kept teaching while her husband served during World War II. Upon his 
return the couple started a family and Scriber was a homemaker involved with her 
church and community. 

"She is a wonderful, sweet, sparkling gal,"White said. Mary Virginia 

Scriber was a scrapbooker before scrapbooking was a popular hobby and has many Harkey Scriber 
mementoes from her days at Normal - photographs, clippings, pins, cards, flowers 
and her sorority pin now part of a charm bracelet.

Northwestern State University hon¬ 
ored alumnus J.W. Stine of Sulphur with 
the Nth Degree, a special award that 
recognizes an individual for meritori¬ 
ous service to others. Stine, a World War 
II veteran combat pilot and long-time 
Louisiana businessman and philanthro¬ 
pist, celebrated his 100 th birthday July 
22 . 

Stine was born to Sulphur residents 
Andrew Stine and Elma Landry Stine 
and attended Sulphur High School, 
where he played quarterback for four 
years. He enrolled at Normal College on 
a football scholarship in 1939 and lived 
in Caspari Hall, then a men's dormitory. 
He left school to join the U.S. 

Army Air Corps, now the 
U.S. Air Force, in 1943 
and was sent over¬ 
seas in 1944. 

Just before 
he left to serve 
overseas, he 
married his 
high school 


sweetheart Dorris"Dee Dee"Drost. They 
were married 67 years until her passing 
in 2011 and raised six sons and one 
daughter. Stine has 31 grandchildren 
and 71 great-grandchildren. 

In World War II, Stine flew more than 
40 combat missions as pilot of a B-26 
Marauder in the 17 th Bombardment 
Group, which conducted missions 
against targets throughout the Mediter¬ 
ranean, Italy, France and Germany. 

After the war Stine and a friend start¬ 
ed a construction company and later a 
lumber company in Sulphur, now called 


Stine Lumber Company. He became 
the sole owner in 1952, and during the 
1960s and 70s, all six of his sons joined 
him in the family business. 

Headquartered in Sulphur, the com¬ 
pany employs 850 associates at 10 loca¬ 
tions in Louisiana and one in Mississippi. 
Although he has been retired for many 
years, Stine still has an office in the busi¬ 
ness. Stine Lumber hosted a 100 th birth¬ 
day celebration at each of its stores on 
Aug. 4. A private family celebration also 
took place. 

Stine is a member of Our Lady of 
Prompt Succor Catholic Church in Sul¬ 
phur and has been a member of the 
Knights of Columbus and the 
American Legion for many 
years. He has supported 
many organizations 
in the community 
and in 1989, was 
awarded Citizen 
of the Year by 
the Diocese of 
Lake Charles.

Under Westbrook's watch, Nicholls 
nursing graduates regularly pass 
the national licensure exam at rates 
greater than both the national and 
state average, and 100 percent of all 
recent graduates are employed.

She earned a Bachelor of Arts in 
Elementary Education at NSU and a 
Master of Education in educational 
leadership at LSU-Shreveport. She is 
also certified as a Teacher Leader by 
the State of Louisiana. 

Pullen has served on several local, 
state and national committees, pre¬ 
sented at numerous workshops and 
conferences and currently serves as 
a member of the Teachers'Advisory 
Council for the National Academies of 
Sciences. Pullen has received numer¬

Maggio will again have a collection 
site at Collins Pavilion during tailgat¬ 
ing on NSU home football game days 
with help from Purple Jackets honor 
society, the Alpha Beta Alpha library 
club and other volunteers. Donors 
can bring items to the tailgate prior to 
home football games and drop them 
off at the Pavilion. 

Since last September, Maggio col¬ 
lected about 5,000 books for the Forks 
Up for Literacy children's book drive 


that were distributed to schools and 
youth centers throughout the region. 
The number far surpassed her original 
goal of 1,884, which corresponds to 
the year of NSU's founding. 

Maggio is also networking with the 
first ladies at other institutions in the 
University of Louisiana System and 
hopes to incorporate service initiatives 
on Saturdays that NSU hosts Gram- 
bling, Nicholls and McNeese for home 
games. 

Maggio began the Forks Up for Lit¬ 
eracy last year in conjunction with the 
investiture of her husband, Dr. Chris 
Maggio, as NSU's 19th president. Her 
focus on service has been an intrinsic 
part of life, continuing from her years 
as a teacher and school administrator. 
As first lady she has actively engaged 
with student groups and others to 
encourage them to assist with needs

Department seeks to create a professorship for 
former state poet laureate 



Northwestern State University's De¬ 
partment of English, Foreign Languag¬ 
es and Cultural Studies has started 
a fundraising campaign to create an 
endowed professorship named for 
former faculty member Dr. Julie Kane. 

According to Department Head Jim 
Mischler, the goal is to raise $80,000, 
which would be matched with $20,000 
from the Board of Regents Support 
Fund to create a permanent $100,000 
endowed professorship. 

"I am so deeply moved and honored 
by this news," said Kane. "It is especially 
gratifying to know that the endowed 
professorship position is going to 
benefit the faculty members of the 
department I worked in for many 
years. They work so hard, and this is 
something that will give them support 
for their research and scholarship, on a 
rotating basis." 


A portion of the return generated by 
the endowment each year will be used 
to fund classroom instruction, faculty 
research, purchase needed software 
and hardware and cover needed 
travel to professional conferences. The 
remainder will be used to increase the 
endowment. 

"Dr. Kane was a highly regarded 
professor to NSU students and a 
professional of the highest order to 
her faculty colleagues," said Mischler. 
"Her teaching, writing and service for 
advancing poetry and the arts were, 
and are, a great service to our depart¬ 
ment, the university, Louisiana and 
the world. We are pleased to recognize 
her outstanding artistic and scholarly 
accomplishments through the Dr. Julie 
Kane Endowed Professorship." 

Kane was Louisiana poet laureate 
from 2011-13. Her latest book is "Paper 
Bullets." She won the Donald Justice 
Poetry Prize for "Jazz Funeral." A former 
Fulbright Scholar, Kane was a winner 
of the National Poetry Series Open 
Competition for her book"Rhythm & 
Booze." Her other books include "Paper 
Bullets," a collection of humorous po¬ 


ems, published in 2014 by White Violet 
Press. Her fifth collection, "Mothers of 
Ireland," will be published by the LSU 
Press in 2020 in their Southern Mes¬ 
senger Poetry Series. 

She was a 2016 Best American 
Poetry selection and a finalist for one 
of the major prizes in American poetry, 
The Poets' Prize for the Best Collection 
of American Poetry. Kane was a judge 
for the 2005 National Book Award in 
Poetry. Northwestern State honored 
her with the 2004 Mildred Hart Bailey 
Research Award and the 2014 Excel¬ 
lence in Teaching Award. She served as 
advisor for Argus, Northwestern State's 
award-winning literary magazine. 

Kane retired from Northwestern 
State in 2016 and continues an active 
schedule of writing, teaching and 
poetry readings. Earlier this year, she 
joined the faculty of Western Colorado 
State University's low residency MFA 
program.

Regents approve Bachelor of Fine Arts in Dance 


A Bachelor of Fine Arts in Dance at 
Northwestern State University was ap¬ 
proved by the State Board of Regents 
during their June meeting. The new 
program began this fall and is the only 
one of its kind at a public university in 
Louisiana. 

"This degree will focus on giving 
students the tools they need to be suc¬ 
cessful in the dance field "said Direc¬ 
tor of Dance and Associate Professor 
of Dance Kirstin Riehl. "As a dance 
major, students will prepare not only 
to develop the physical skills, but also 
to explore the history, theory and sci¬ 
ence of the art of dance. The Bachelor 
of Fine Arts in Dance will provide our 
students with the opportunities in the 
areas of performance, choreography 
and pedagogy." 

Riehl said Northwestern State's 
Theatre and Dance department would 
continue to foster relationships with 
leading choreographers and cutting- 
edge guest artists in the dance com¬ 
munity. 

"This an extremely exciting time for 
the School of Creative and Performing 
Arts, said Riehl."Without the continued 
support of our administration this de¬ 


gree would not have been approved." 

Riehl co-authored the degree pro¬ 
posal with Assistant Professor of Dance 
Brett Garfinkel. 

The program is designed to prepare 
students to be well-rounded profes¬ 
sional performers, educators and 
active leaders in the dance community 
who are skilled in both composition 
and performance of dance. A BFA pro¬ 
gram contains more courses in dance 
than a Bachelor of Arts program. 

Objectives for the Bachelor of Fine 
Arts in Dance are to: 

• develop technical mastery in 
dance techniques within both 
professional practice and perfor¬ 
mance 

• become knowledgeable with the 
cultural and historical dimensions 
of dance and apply these princi¬ 
pals in choreographic and peda¬ 
gogical environments to support 
student's work; 

• articulate critical thinking and 
creative problem-solving skills in 
theoretical and practical applica¬ 
tion in dance 


• demonstrate an integral under¬ 
standing in the principles of dance 
training as it applies to self¬ 
practice, pedagogy, anatomy and 
kinesiology; 

• understand and apply techniques 
and principles of choreography, 
producing and creating work, 
directing dances and producing a 
concert 

• cultivate an appreciation for the 
technical side of performing arts, 
working in the lighting, scene and 
costume shops. 

The university is heavily invested in 
the dance world, recently hosting the 
Southern Regional Conference of the 
American College Dance Association. 
The conference drew more than 500 
dance students, faculty and musicians 
to NSU and raised the university's pro¬ 
file in the dance community. Riehl said 
the program could encourage Louisi¬ 
ana dance students to be educated in 
the state or attract out-of-state dance 
students to NSU while increasing the 
university's visibility as a performing 
arts center.

NSU's School of Creative and Performing Arts is named for the Dear family who lived in Vernon and Rapides parishes in the 20th century, 
after moving to Vernon Parish with the Gulf Lumber Co. and settling in Fullerton. 

Mrs. H.D. Dear, a Georgia native, was a graduate of the Meridian Conservatory of Music and studied at the Cincinnati Conservatory of 
Music. She was a prominent music teacher in Alexandria and Leesville for many years whose students won numerous statewide piano com¬ 
petitions, often against more experienced students. Mrs. Dear had a long association with NSU through a series of concerts she established 
in the 1960s, including an annual spring concert that ran though 1977 at Alexandria's Convention Hall that featured her students and the 
Natchitoches-Northwestern Symphony Orchestra. The concerts showcased Mrs. Dear's top students with each performing a full concerto 
with the orchestra. She also provided scholarships for many Northwestern State students for many years. 

Mrs. Dear was awarded the NSU Service Award by then NSU President Dr. Arnold R. Kilpatrick at the Natchitoches-Northwestern Sympho¬ 
ny Christmas Gala in 1976. The Department awarded the Mrs. H.D. Dear Sr. Memorial Scholarship in 1987 after her death. 

Alice Dear graduated from Leesville High School and was an educator in Rapides Parish for 35 years teaching English and music to several 
generations of Rapides Parish students. In 1993, she pledged a bequest to the Department of Creative and Performing Arts, prompting the 
university to petition the Board of Trustees for State Colleges and Universities to name the school in honor of the Dear family, which took 
place in 1994. Alice Dear died in 1998 and the following year, the School received $600,000 from the Dear estate, which was then the larg¬ 
est private donation ever made to the university. The funds established an endowment to provide scholarships for students in the School, 
with piano and violin students as initial benefactors.

N-Club Hall of Fame names 2018 Inductees 


All-Americans Latrell Frederick and Jer¬ 
maine Jones, NFL standout Floyd Turner, 
softball slugger Brandy Kenney, tennis star 
Barbara Tons and basketball professional 
Larry Terry headline nine Northwestern 
State athletic figures to be honored Satur¬ 
day, Oct. 27 at the 2018 N-Club Hall of Fame 
ceremony during the Demons' homecom¬ 
ing celebration. 

Joining the six athletes 
as inductees in the Class 
of 2018 are former soft- 
ball and volleyball coach 
Rickey McCalister and 
retired athletic trainer 
Ed Evans. Becoming the 
second-ever recipient of 
the N-Club's Leadership 
Award will be venerable 
NSU vice president Jerry 
Pierce. 

They were selected by 
a combination of voting 
by members of the N- 
Club, the association of 
former athletic letterwin- 
ners at NSU, and a committee of N-Club 
members and NSU administrators. 

Enshrinement in the N-Club Hall of Fame 
is the highest honor Northwestern State 
Athletics bestows on its former competi¬ 
tors and staff.Those receiving N-Club Hall 
of Fame recognition are showcased in the 
brand-new N-Club display in Prather Coli¬ 
seum. 

The 2018 ceremony is at 10 a.m. on 
Homecoming Day at the Magale Recital 
Hall, open to the public free of charge. The 
2018 honorees will also be recognized that 
evening in Turpin Stadium during the De¬ 
mon football team's game against Houston 
Baptist. 

Frederick was a three-time All-American 
in the javelin in 2000,2001 and 2003, along 
with capturing the 1999 USA Junior Na¬ 
tional championship as a Demon fresh¬ 
man. The Benton native won three South¬ 
land Conference titles while overcoming a 
serious elbow injury throwing 255-7 at the 
USA Outdoors, coming back from surgery 
to win the conference title the following 
May. 

Frederick was fifth at the NCAA Outdoors 
in 2000 and 2001, and 12th as a senior in 
2003. He set the school record for the re¬ 
designed javelin with a 261 -3 throw to win 
the NCAA Mideast Regional championship 
in 2003, nearly a year after his injury. 


Jones, a high school basketball standout 
in Morgan City, played football at NSU from 
1995-98 and developed into a consensus 
All-America cornerback on the Demons' 
dynamic 1998 Southland Conference 
championship team that reached the FCS 
playoff semifinals and with a No. 3 national 
ranking. As a senior, Jones was runner-up 


for the Buck Buchanan Award voted to the 
top defensive player in the FCS, along with 
winning 1998 Southland Conference Play¬ 
er of the Year and All-Louisiana Defensive 
Player of the Year. 

He scored five touchdowns on returns 
(two interceptions, two punts and a fum¬ 
ble) while setting the school record for 
career pass breakups (44) with future Pro 
Bowl standout Terrence McGee, setting 
the single-season record in 1998 with 21. 
A fifth-round NFL Draft pick (Jets) in 1999 
despite his size (5-7, 172), Jones became 
a star in the Arena League for Dallas in a 
career that lasted until 2008. 

Turner, a walk-on from Mansfield, set 
the Demons' career receptions record 
(105, now sixth) while starring for the 1988 
Southland Conference champions who 
reached the FCS quarterfinals. Turner's 
1,810 career receiving yards was second 
in school history when he wrapped up his 
career, and now stands fourth. 

He was a 1989 sixth-round NFL Draft 
pick by New Orleans, playing nine years 
in the NFL with the Saints (1989-93), Colts 
(1994-95) and the Ravens (1996,1998), In 
114 NFL games, he had 281 catches for 
3,805 yards and 31 touchdowns. 

Kenney was a three-time All-Southland 
third baseman and designated player who 
helped the Lady Demons win three South¬ 


land softball titles in 1998,1999 and 2000. 
She started a school-record 225 games and 
had a career .313 batting average with 22 
home runs, 120 RBI, a .509 slugging per¬ 
centage, setting school records with 225 
starts, 216 hits, 352 total bases, and 62 
doubles, which remains a program best 
nearly 20 years after her career ended. 

Kenney was the 1998 
Co-Hitter of the Year in 
the Southland and was a 
three-year All-Southland 
Tournament selection, 
helping NSU make NCAA 
Tournament appearanc¬ 
es in 1998 and 2000. 

Terry, a Ponchatoula 
native, has two of the 
top single-game scor¬ 
ing outputs in school 
history, a 39-point out¬ 
ing that ranks fourth 
and a 35-pointer that is 
sixth. He scored 1,342 
points (13.2 average) 
from 1991-94, includ¬ 
ing a senior season average of 22.5 that is 
fourth in school history. 

Terry took part in NBA preseason camps 
with the Boston Celtics and New Jersey 
Nets while also playing professionally 
overseas. He helped the 1991-92 Demons 
lead the NCAA with a 94.5 scoring average. 

Tons was a highly successful Lady De¬ 
mon tennis player from 1986-89 who 
helped NSU win conference champion¬ 
ships as a freshman and senior. She is 
fourth all-time in school history with her 
.814 career doubles winning percentage, 
eighth in doubles wins (87-14), and eighth 
on the career singles victory list (46-22). 
NSU was 50-18 in dual match play in her 
career. 

Evans was head athletic trainer from 
1989-2012 who served on the sports medi¬ 
cine staff in parts of five decades, begin¬ 
ning as a graduate assistant from 1979-82. 
He emerged as a leader in the field, serving 
12 years as an officer (six years as presi¬ 
dent) of the Louisiana AthleticTrainers'As¬ 
sociation, and on the Governor's Council 
for Physical Fitness. In 2004, he was named 
the regional "College Athletic Trainer of 
the Year" by the Southeastern USA Ath¬ 
letic Trainers Association, encompassing 
seven states including Louisiana, Georgia 
and Kentucky.

head softball and volleyball coach from 1987-94 and was manager 
of Prather Coliseum until 1994, with his greatest accomplishments 
coming on the diamond. His 245-199-2 (.545) coaching record in 
softball made him the school's winningest coach until this spring, 
when coach Donald Pickett overtook the win total. 

McCalister's teams were 120-56-2 from 1990-92, highlighted by 
the 1991 Southland Conference championship team that won 44 
games. He recruited and coached NSU's first softball All-American, 
catcher Rhonda Rube, and also coached the other Lady Demon 
with a retired jersey, outfielder Ginger Craig, in her senior season 
of 1987. One of his assistant coaches was former Demon tight end 
Glenn Moore, now the highly-successful head coach at Baylor. 

Pierce has been involved with Demon athletics since his days as 
a student manager/trainer for coach Jack Clayton's football teams 
from 1958-61. He has overseen athletics as an administrator since 
the mid-1970s and became NSU's vice president for external af¬ 
fairs in 1990. 

He is also responsible for bringing the Louisiana Sports Hall of 
Fame to Natchitoches in 1971, establishing a display in Prather 
Coliseum and hosting the first induction (Pro Football Hall of Famer 
Y.A. Tittle) in 1972. After 19 years as Hall of Fame chairman, he 
relinquished the role when appointed vice president. 



Bonnette Golf Tournament Grand Finale 

After many years of fun for a cause, the grand finale of the 
Buddy Bonnette Memorial Golf Tournament took place May 
19 at Northwestern Hills Golf Course. The final tournament 
brought a flood of nostalgia to family, friends and former 
students of Coach Bonnette, who fondly remember their 
mentor and his contributions to their personal, academic 
and athletic development. With the final event, the en¬ 
dowed scholarship is over $113,000. 

The tournament began in 2001 as a fund raiser to support 
the Dr. A.R. "Buddy" Bonnette Endowed Scholarship created 
in 1998 to benefit NSU students in the Department of Health 
and Human Performance who aspired to be teachers and 
coaches like Bonnette. Proceeds also benefited NSU's men's 
and women's basketball teams. After Bonnette's death, the 
tournament continued to flourish for 17 years. 

The very first tournament took place on May 28, 2001, on 
Dr. Buddy and Dr. Vera Roberson Bonnette's 50th wedding 
anniversary and the couple restated their vows that day dur¬ 
ing lunch. Dr. Vera Bonnette had a long career as a teacher, 
principal and clinical professor in the North Louisiana 
National Reading Improvement Program for Winn, Natchi¬ 
toches and Ouachita parishes and retired as coordinator of 
academic skills at NSU. She passed away in 2015. 

Dr. Allen R. "Buddy" Bonnette earned a bachelor's and 
masters at Northwestern and a doctorate at LSU. He was a 
coach at Robeline High, Neville High and Springhill High be¬ 
fore going to LSU as an assistant basketball coach from 1960 
until 1963. In 1963, he joined the faculty at Northwestern in 
the Department of Health and Physical Education where he 
taught for 23 years and was director of the graduate pro¬ 
gram. Bonnette retired as a full-time faculty member in 1986, 
but taught water safety classes part-time for 12 more years. 

Bonnette was given the title of "professor emeritus" in 
1995. He also received the Distinguished Service Award from 
Phi Epsilon Kappa, the Distinguished Faculty Chair from the 
College of Education, the Mayors'Award from the City of 
Natchitoches and the Outstanding Faculty Award. Bonnette 
was also recognized by the LSU Department of Kinesiology 
as one of the initial recipients of its Legend of LSU Doctoral 
Program Awards. He was inducted into the NSU Alumni Hall 
of Distinction, the Long Purple Line, in 2001.

Mark Duper 

to be named part of 

Dolphins Walk of Fame 



Mark Duper's role in Miami Dolphins 
history is well known. 

On Dec. 2, his NFL legacy will be sealed forever as the 
former two-sport Northwestern State standout is induct¬ 
ed into Miami's Walk of Fame prior to the Dolphins'game 
against the Buffalo Bills. 

Duper is part of the six-player Class of 2018 that will join 
the franchise's greats in the shrine located at Joe Robbie 
Alumni Plaza at Hard Rock Stadium, the team announced 
in a Tuesday press release. 

Duper will be joined appropriately enough by his fellow 
"Marks Brothers" receiver Mark Clayton in the Class of 
2018. Other inductees include defensive end/linebacker 
Jason Taylor, linebacker John Offerdahl, tackle Jon Geisler 
and safety Dick Anderson. 

A track star who was part of Northwestern State's 1981 
national championship 4x100 meter relay team, Duper 
carved out an 11 -year career in Miami, playing with Hall of 
Fame quarterback Dan Marino. 

Going into the Dolphins'Walk of Fame alongside Clay¬ 
ton holds special meaning for Duper. 

"Most people don't understand Clayton and I played 10 
years together, a whole decade together," he said. "That's 
something we took pride in. We stayed together and got 
things done. We won games together. Going in together 
is something you can't script. I think the only other guys 
to (play 10 years together as a receiving tandem) were 
(Pittsburgh's Lynn) Swann and (John) Stallworth. We did 


everything they did. They only difference was they won a 
Super Bowl." 

Duper was a three-time Pro Bowl selection with the 
Dolphins, who selected him in the second round of the 
1982 NFL Draft. Playing in a high-powered, trend-setting 
offense, Duper caught 511 passes for 8,869 yards and 59 
touchdowns. He had four 1,000-yard receiving seasons, 
including 1,085 yards in 1991, his age-32 season. 

"If you look at what's important here, it's the rich history 
of Northwestern State football and the guys we sent to 
the NFL,"said head coach Brad Laird, whose father, the 
late Billy Laird, was Duper's offensive coordinator at NSU. 
"It's not only guys playing in the NFL but what they've 
accomplished there. This is another example of the quality 
of guys who have left here and gone on to play in the NFL. 

"He had anil -year career and played with one of the 
best quarterbacks in the game, Dan Marino. He was Ma¬ 
rino's favorite target, which should tell you what he meant 
not only to Marino but to the Dolphins." 

Duper lettered two seasons (1980-81) in football at 
Northwestern State, but his speed made him an appealing 
prospect for the Dolphins. 

Combining with Clayton, Duper formed one of the 
steadiest, most reliable pass-catching duos in the NFL, 
one that had roots atTurpin Stadium. 

"I have to thank Jerry Dyess for recruiting me as a sprint¬ 
er," Duper said. "I have to thank A.L. Williams, our football 
coach, for giving me the opportunity to play football. 
Everybody has a piece of this. This is not a one-man show."
